I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  upon  the 
health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  District  under  your  control 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1908. 

Population. — I  have  estimated  the  population  on  the  30th 
June,  1908,  to  have  been  15,962. 

Births. — The  number  of  Births  registered  throughout  the 
year  in  the  District  was  494.  Of  these  272  were  males  and  222 
were  females. 

The  Birth  Rate. — The  Birth  Rate  was  30-9  per  1000.

Infantile  Mortality. — There  were  71  deaths  of  children 
under  one  year  of  age  and  38  deaths  of  children  over  one  year  of 
age  and  under  five  years.  This  71  deaths  of  children  under  one 
year  of  age  is  at  the  rate  of  143*7  per  1,000  registered  births, 
while  the  total  of  109  deaths  of  children  under  5  years  of  age  is  at 
the  rate  of  465  7  per  1,000  registered  deaths. 

Inquests. — There  were  20  Inquests  held  in  the  district 
during  the  year. 

Table  4  at  the  end  of  this  report  shows  the  causes  of  death, 
ages  and  localities.

There  was  one  death  in  Hospital  from  Scarlet  Fever  belonging 
to  the  Stanley  District. 

The  Wakefield  Rural  District  is  in  the  South  of  the  Wakefield 
Union  and  comprises  eleven  parishes. 

These  parishes  differ  very  greatly  in  the  density  of  their 
population,  in  their  description,  and  consequently  in  their 
requirements.  Some  are  entirely  rural  and  others  more  urban 
in  their  character. 

In  most  parts  the  collieries  afford  the  principal  means  of 
livelihood,  also  mills  and  foundries  give  much  employment,  while 
the  towns  and  urban  districts  adjoining  find  work  for  many  of 
our  inhabitants.  In  the  more  rural  districts  agriculture  is  the 
staple  industry. 

The  population  consists  almost  entirely  of  the  working 
classes.  The  leisured  people  are  very  few  in  number. 

Having  regard  to  the  varied  requirements  of  the  district,  as  a 
whole,  I  may  say  I  consider  it  to  be  in  a  fairly  good  sanitary 
condition.  The  wTater  supply  is  good  and  abundant.  The  drain¬ 
age  is  complete  in  most  parishes,  and  either  in  hand  or  under 
consideration  in  those  few  places  which  are  undrained. 

The  scavenging  is  carried  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  our 

0^0 

Inspector,  some  districts  by  the  Council,  others  by  contractors, 
and  in  a  few  rural  instances  by  the  farmers  themselves. 

The  roads  are  good  and  railway  facilities  up  to  the  average. 

There  is  an  Isolation  Hospital  situated  in  the  Urban  District 
of  Stanley,  affording  accommodation  for  40  beds,  used  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  Stanley  and  Ardsley  (Fast  and  West).  Here  two 
infectious  diseases  can  be  treated  simultaneously. 

A  Smallpox’ Hospital  is  being  constructed  in  connection  with 
various  neighbouring  Authorities  which  will  amply  meet  our 
requirements  in  this  particular. 

The  Sanitary  Staff  consists  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
the  Chief  Inspector,  and  three  Local  Inspectors. 

Infectious  Diseases. — I  have  had  a  total  of  58  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  notified  to  me  throughout  the  year,  this  being 
the  lowest  number  but  one  that  we  have  had. 
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Smallpox. — One  case  of  Smallpox  was  notified  from  the 
Crofton  district.  The  procedure  in  this  case  was  the  same  as 
that  we  used  in  previous  cases.  The  patient  was  at  once  isolated, 
all  bedding,  &c.,  steam  disinfected,  the  paper  stripped  from  the 
walls  and  the  house  disinfected  by  formaline  spray  and  lamps  and 
perchloride  of  mercury.  All  contacts  were  vaccinated  and  watched, 
this  necessitated  many  visits  by  the  Inspector  and  myself.  We 
had  no  further  case. 

Scarlet  Fever. — We  had  20  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified, 
14  of  which  were  removed  to  Hospital.  In  these  cases  formaline 
lamps  and  spray  were  used  for  disinfecting,  and  gave  satisfactory 
results. 

Diphtheria. — There  were  15  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified. 
Unfortunately  at  the  time  of  these  outbreaks  the  Hospital  was 
fully  occupied  by  other  diseases,  so  that  none  of  these  were 
removed  to  Hospital.  The  Council  provide  Antitoxine. 

Puerperal  Fever. — One  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  was 
notified. 

Measles. — Measles  was  very  prevalent  throughout  the  year 
and  caused  18  deaths.  The  schools  in  the  affected  districts  were 
closed  and  disinfected.  Some  form  of  notification  of  this  disease 
would  be  a  great  advantage. 

Phthisis. — There  were  nine  deaths  from  this  disease,  which 
is  a  considerable  falling  off  from  the  record  of  previous  years. 

Voluntary  notification  is  in  force,  and  literature  is  distributed 
to  the  infected  houses.  Posters  are  also  used. 

Byelaws  regarding  spitting  would  be  an  advantage. 

Infantile  Mortality. — This  shows  an  increase  compared 
with  1907.  Premature  birth,  convulsions  and  lung  diseases  being 
the  principal  causes  in  swelling  the  total.  Every  mother  in  the 
district  receives  a  pamphlet  on  the  care  of  children  as  soon  as  the 
birth  comes  to  my  knowledge. 

Property. — We  have  still  a  great  number  of  old  houses  in  the 
more  rural  districts  w7hich  are  in  need  of  constant  attention  to  keep 
them  in  repair.  The  work  of  inspection  of  these  is  consequently 
very  great.  Year  by  year  they  are  getting  either  pulled  down  and 
replaced,  or  so  considerably  improved  as  to  be  classed  as  fairly 
good  houses.  A  very  great  portion  of  the  Inspector’s  time  is 
taken  up  in  attending  to  this  matter.

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I  have  again  to  call  attention  to  the  condition  of  yards  and 
private  roads,  the  surfaces  of  many  of  these  are  bad  and  are 
likely  to  be  a  nuisance. 

In  addition  to  systematic  inspection  of  the  district  I  have 
made  many  special  inspections  in  connection  with  Infectious 
Diseases,  School  closure  and  old  property,  overcrowding,  &c.

Offensive  Trades. — (Horse  Slaughterer) — There  is  one  set 
of  premises  in  your  district  licensed  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
Horse  Slaughterer.  There  has  been  no  complaints.  There  has 
not  been  near  the  amount  of  slaughtering  done  at  this  place  as  in 
former  years. 


Factory  and  Workshops  Acts. — There  are  five  factories 
and  sixteen  workshops  in  your  district,  all  of  which  on  my  visits 
were  satisfactory  as  to  light,  air  space,  ventilation  and  accommo¬ 
dation.  There  was  no  overcrowding. 
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Petroleum  Acts. — There  are  three  stores  in  your  district 
licensed  under  the  above  Acts,  all  of  which  on  my  visits  I  found 
to  comply  with  the  Acts. 

General. — I  have  spent  56  days  with  the  Local  Inspectors 
in  the  suppression  of  infectious  disease  and  in  the  abatement  of 
nuisances.  15  houses  were  disinfected  and  14  schools. 

With  the  exception  of  Lupset  infectious  disease  broke  out  in 
all  the  townships,  most  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital, 
and  all  the  outbreaks  were  successfully  dealt  with. 

One  case  of  Smallpox  was  removed  from  New  Crofton.  All 
known  contacts  were  vaccinated  and  kept  under  observation,  these 
measures  prevented  any  further  spread  of  the  disease. 

A  great  many  nuisances  have  been  abated,  in  only  one  case 
was  it  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings,  viz. A  case  of  over¬ 
crowding  at  Nether  ton.  In  this  case  the  defendant  served  one 
month’s  imprisonment  in  default. 

The  carcases  of  35  dogs  were  taken  from  the  pond  at  Old 
Shari ston  and  destroyed.  This  occurs  annually. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  district  is  upon  the  whole 
good,  and  the  abatement  of  nuisances  has  made  good  progress. 

The  Scavenging  has  again  been  well  carried  out  both  by  our 
own  men  and  by  the  contractors.  There  have  been  few  complaints.
